Courses on image-guided 
breast biopsy scheduled 


he College’s popular hands-on 
practicum on image-guided 
breast biopsy will be offered 
in regional locations during 
1997 and 1998, including a postgradu- 
ate course at the 1998 Spring Meeting 
in Baltimore, MD. The two-day, 16-hour 
course provides an opportunity for sur- 
geons and their technologists to learn 
both ultrasound and stereotactic meth- 
odology and instrumentation. 

The objective of this course is to in- 
troduce new technological develop- 
ments in biopsy of nonpalpable breast 
lesions detected on screening 
mammograms. The program will con- 
sist of lectures and hands-on worksta- 
tions using a variety of equipment, 
including ultrasound and stereotactic 
apparatus. Live models and phantom 
breast moulages will be used in devel- 
oping image-guided breast biopsy skills. 
Mammogram interpretation, radiation 
physics and safety issues, the indica- 
tions for needle localization, ultrasound, 
and stereotactically guided biopsy, as 
well as the limitations of the techniques, 
will be emphasized.

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JACS team produces a 
world-class clinical journal 


he Journal of the American Col- 
lege of Surgeons (JACS) has 
gone through a number of sig- 
nificant changes, the most ob- 
vious being the sale of the publishing 
and production aspects of the Journal 
to an outside company, Elsevier Sci- 
ence, Inc., in New York, NY. The Col- 
lege retains ownership and direction 
of editorial policies. Elsevier assumed 
its responsibilities for the Journal in 
March 1997, and the July issue was the 
first issue published by the respected 
medical publisher. 

Originally Surgery, Gynecology & Ob- 
stetrics (or SG&O), the Journal was 
first published on July 5, 1905, by 
Franklin H. Martin, and actually was 
the precursor to the Clinical Congress. 
The Journal has been the flagship pub- 
lication of the American College of Sur- 
geons for 90 years; it was renamed in 
1994 because the College believed that 
a title change was needed to help Fel- 
lows, and the public, identify the Jour- 
nal as the official journal of the 
American College of Surgeons. 

JACS and Elsevier will be at this 
year’s Clinical Congress in Booth 781, 
where the newly designed cover will 
be displayed. The booth will be staffed 
by the small but dedicated team re- 
sponsible for producing the Journal. 
Seymour I. Schwartz, MD, FACS 
(Rochester, NY) is Editor-in-Chief, 
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Wendy Cowles Husser is Executive 
Editor, and Anne Magrath and Anne 
Wolfe are the editorial production spe- 
cialists in the Journal’s offices at Col- 
lege headquarters. In addition to this 
core staff, the Journal relies on the ex- 
pertise of its 82-member Editorial 
Board for the rigorous peer review pro- 
cess that all published articles undergo. 
Recently, the Board has been aug- 
mented by a Statistician and a perma- 
nent Book Review Editor. 

The College’s Journal staff will be on 
hand at Booth 781 in the technical ex- 
hibit area of McCormick Place South.
